MADE GOOD MONEY 
IN MIXED FARMING 


How a Settler Near Prince Albert 


Hae Increased Hie Capital Twelve 
Times in Six Vear- 


“The Canadian Countryman” re- 

prints a letter from the “Scottish Far- 
mer,” which was written by an old 
countryman who settled in the Prince 
Albert district in the fall of 1908 with 
about $400 in his possession. 
‘ “I was fortunate enough,” said the 
farmer in question, “to secure a good 
Quarter section, and after three years 
residence my small capital has in- 
creased to about $5,000 in land, build- 
ings, stock, and implements, This is 
just one amoi.g a muultitude of other 
successes, 

The country around is virtually a 
poor man’s paradise, as the poor man 
is able to become comparatively rich, 
or the rich man richer, If 1 had pos- 
sessed $2,500 when | came, instead of 
$400, 1 could have been worth $12,500 
now. 

“What makes this district so de- 
sirable for settlers is that it is adapted 
to mixed farming, which is really the 
only kind of farming that can be de- 
pended upon as a. permament source 
of revenue. The country’s best adver- 
tisement is manifested in those who 
sell their holdings at a low price and 
leave here for some imaginary Bly- 
sian fields : far off that they find are 
only a mirage when they get there. 
The -adverlising part is seen when 
such people return here and have to 
begin again, bewalling ali the time | 
their loss through leaving here and | 
lamenting their wasted years of toll. | 

“There are some people who very | 
easily become discouraged and fail. 
The country cannot, of course, please | | 
that sort of person, and success does | 
hot await anyone who comes to seek 
a life of ense and Juxury. What! 
Prince Albert and the surrounding dis- 
trict needs is capitalists to establish | 
‘home industries’ and develop the vast | 
resources of ..e country, and men with 
willing hands and arms to populate 
the outlying regions awaiting thou- 
sands of homemakers.” 

The writer of this letter, Mr. W. W. 
Carter, appreciates the fact that the 
farmers’ best market is the home mar 
ket. Only by the building up of in- 
dustrial enterprises in convenient 
centres in the West will the Western 
country secure that well-rounded de- 
velopment which fs essential to a 
broad measure of success, and which 
will enable it to avoid the problems 
of unemployment which most Western 
communities have faced this winter. 

Two or three factories in a town 
can absorb in the winter time most 
of the floating population, which {s 
busy on tho farms in the surrounding 
district in the summer time. Thus 
do farm and factory work together 
to mutual advantage.

HOW TO FEED FACTORIES 


Mixed Farming Development Near Ed- 
monton Ineures Pilentiful Food 
Supplies 


In reviewing the annual address of 
President Cooper of the Edmonton 
Board of Trade, the “Monetary Times” | 
calls attention to the fact that Edmon- | 
ton bas a splendid tributary territory | 
eo that its factories, warehouses and | 
railroads, are sure of having good | 
Dusiness. 

Dealing with suggestions that more 
active efforts should be made to en- 
courage new industries to come te 
the city, Mr, Cooper said first he would 
Ike to see the ninety-five factories 
and industrial enterprises already 
there, operating to ful) capacity and 
increasing that capacity; a practical 
suggestion. To double the output of 
existing factories is preferable to 
doubling the number of industries. 
He felt that work such as that done 
by the Central Alberta Development 
League, designed to promote agricul- 
tural development in the tributary 
territory, should be vigorously con- | 
tinued, and the attention of outside 
agriculturists drawn in every possible 
way ,to the fact that between the Red 
Deer and the Athabasca rivers lies 
probably the best mixed farming 
country on this continent, and that

Everybody In Far North Watching 
Experiments With Reindcers. 


At the lone Hudson Bay Company 
post at Cartwright there {s a little 


youngster, Stuart Swaffle.1 by name, 


son of the ‘factor,’ or company 
agent at the post, whose story gives 
the reason, in a nutshell, why the 
reindeer were brought to Labrador. 

When Stuart was a child, five or 
six years of age, his mother sent him 
out to play while she attended to 
her household duties. By and by 
she heard a great commotion among 


| the Eskimo dogs, of whom the post 


maintains quite a pack for drawing 
tho sledges in the winter time, At 
first she thought nothing of it, for 
the dogs often fight amorg them- 
selves, Wilder and wilder, however, 
grew the snarls and yelps (for the 
Eskimo dog, being really a wolf and 
not a dog, does not bark) until curi- 
osity got the better of her and she 
went to the window to sec the cause. 
To her consternation,-the entire pack 
of dogs had set upon the child, who 
had perhaps stumbled up among 
them in hia play, while her own dog, 
“Bouncer,” brought from the home- 
land, was alone attempting to defend 
him, It was with the utmost difM- 
culty that the pack was at Jast driven 
off, and when the child was rescued 
the clothes fairly e!ung to the skin, 
so numerous were his wounds. He 
could only whisper: ‘‘The dogs bit 
me,” and then fainted away. 

In a tone cemetery out on the 
wind-swept cape at NRigelet there is 
& monument to two trappers, father 
and gon, The two had come In to 
trade their pelts and left the post In 
high spirite. That was the last that 
was seen of them. Later in the 
spring the dogs were found gnawing 
thelr bones on the beaches. 

The very first piece of advice a 
native of Labrador will give you, fs 
not to pet the dogs, and, above all, 
not to stumble or fall among them; 


for at that instant the pack will fall 


upon you. 

In the summer the dogs forage for 
themselves, feeding largely on the 
fish that come close in to shote or 
on the offal of the fishing scttle- 
ments. They are great, beautiful 
creatures, snowy white or mottled 
slightly with brown. In winter, 
however, thelr voracious appetites 
know no bounds, At the post food 
is cooked for them and served hot, 
but it seems this never suffices, 


Harnessed up and driven along 2 


the snow trails of the northern wilds, 
{t is only fear of the driver's whip 
that keeps them down. Let one dog 
turn upon him and he shoots to kill; 
otherwise the pack fs on him at 
once, Many, indeed, are the men 
in the lone wildernesa of the north- 
land who have been devoured by 
their dogs. 

Hence the need of bringing in the 

reindeer to take the place of the 
dogs. 
Dr. Grenfell, however, has one dif- 
ficulty to meet in trying to replace 
the dogs with the deer, for the peo- 
ple are ysed to the dogs and claim 
to know just how to bandle them, 
while the¥ do not know how to use 
the reindeef, 

Moreover, no reindecr can be put 
into use in a settlement until ail the 
dogs thereabouts are gone, for the 
dogs will smell a deer miles away 
and the pack will ‘‘go" for it at once. 
then, can the people do be- 
tween the time the deer are brought 
in and are being broken to use and 
the necessary killing or sending away 
of the dogs? 

What, too, shall be done with the 
dogs? At present, when a dog biter 
anyonc he is ebot; the skin {s dress- 
ed and sold for about $3. But many 
of the dogs are gentle, some are 
horoughly tame and reliable and 
he people are loath to part with 
them, Only a stern law can make 
them do thiz—-and to get such a law 
passed and enforced needs influence 
and determination. 

One wonders what the post would 
seem like when, instead of the beau- 
tiful dogs coming down the path to 
the dock, stopping to throw out their 
forefeet and lean out to yawn, or 
lick one's shoe, running as soon as 
one lifts a hand for fear of the prob- 
able stone, the reindeer will browse 
in the corrals, 

Reindeer moss abounds in Labra- 
dor and on it the deer feed, even 
through the snow. Up at St. An- 
thony'’s, where Dr. Grenfell's mis- 
sion has a hospital, the 300 deer that 
he has brought there are now flour- 
ishing. It is there the important 
experiment will be tried of substi- 
tuting the deer for the dog. The 
world awaits the result with interest.

er of the Department of Agriculture 
for Canada for the period from March 
191], to August 31., 1913, bas been 
printed.

Refering to Alfalfa-—a cropof great 
and growing importance iu Canada— 
the report says :— 

“Of the 353 samples of seed tested 
it Ottawa last season, probably more 
than balf a dozen were of Canadian 
otigin, while more than one-third of 
the total number contained weed 
seeds which occur only in Alfalfa pro 
duced in Europe The remainder 
originated in the western and middle 
western states, most of them probab- 
ly in Montana and Utah. Very little 
Alfalfa seed is produced io Wiscon- 
sin and in Minnesota and practically 
none of it is to be had ia Canadn.” 

Referring to the influence of frost on 
immature oats it is stated that two 
degrees when in the milk stage will, 
in most cases, ruin oats for seed even 
though the heads may fill and give 
of a heavy bushel weight.
